But I would rather 
rejoice with you, becauſe, if any Circum- 
ſtances can make the Death of a dear Parent 
and Friend, a Subject for Joy, you have 
them all. She died in an extreme old 
Age, without Pain, under the Care of the 
- moſt dutiful Son that I have ever known or 
heard of, which is a Felicity not happening 
to one in a Million. The worſt Efect of 
her Death falls upon me, and ſo much the 
worſe, becauſe I expected & aliguis damno 
wſus in illo, that it would be followed by 
making me and this Kingdom happy with 
your Preſence. But I am told to my great 
8 that a very convenient Offer 
happening, you waved the Invitation preſſed 
on you, alledging the Fear you had of be- 
iog killed here with Eating and Drinking. 
By which I find that you have given ſome 
Credit to a Notion, of our great Plenty and 
Hoſpitality, It is true, our Meat and Wine 
are 


Some Advantage in that Loſs. 
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are cheaper here, as they are always in the 
pooreſt Countries, becauſe there is no Mo- 
ney to pay for them: I believe there are 

not in this whole City three Gentlemen out 
of Employment, who are able to give En- 
tertainments once a Month. Thoſe who 
are in Employments of Church or State, 
are three Parts in four from England, and 
amount to little more than a dozen: Thoſe 
indeed may once or twice invite their Friends, 
or any Perſon of Diſtinction that makes a 
Voyage hither: All my Acquaintance tell 
me, they know not above three Families 
_ where they can oceaſionally dine in a whole 
Year : Dr. Delany is the only Gentleman 1 
know, who keeps one certain Day in the 
Week to entertain ſeven or eight Friends at 
Dinner, and to paſs the Evening, where 
there is nothing of Exceſs, either in Eatin 
or Drinking. - Our old Friend * Southern 
(who hath juſt left us) was invited to Dinner 
once or twice by a Judge, a Biſhop, or a 
_ Commiſſioner of the Revenues, but moſt 
frequented a few particular Friends, and 
chiefly the Doctor, who is eaſy in his For- 
tune, and very hoſpitable. The Conve- 
niences of taking the Air, Winter, or Sum- 
mer, do far exceed thoſe in London. For 
the two large Strands juſt at two Ends of 


Author of Oreolo and ſome other Plays. 
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the Town, are as firm and dry in Winter 

as in Summer. There are at leaſt ſix or 
eight Gentlemen of Underſtanding, Learn- 
ing, good Humour and Taſte, able and de- 
ſirous to pleaſe you, and orderly Females, 
ſome of the better Sort, to take Care of 
you. Theſe were the Motives that I have 
frequently made Uſe of to entice you hi- 
ther: And there would be no Failure 
among the beſt People here, of any Ho- 
nours that could be done you. As to my- 
ſelf, I declare my Health is ſo uncertain, 
that I dare not venture amongſt you at pre- 
ſent. 1 hate the Thoughts of London, 
where I am not rich enough to live, other- 
wiſe than by ſhifting, which is now too late, 
neither can I have Conveniences in the 
Country for three Horſes and two Servants, 
and many others which I have here at Hand. 
I am one of the Governors of all the Hack- 
ney Coaches, Carts and Carriages round 
this Town, who dare- not inſult me like 
your raſcally Waggoners or Coachmen, but 
give me the Way, nor is there one Lord or 
Squire for a hundred of yours, to turn me 
out of the Road, or run over me with their 
Coaches and fix. Thus, I make ſome 
Advantage of the publick Poverty, and 
give you the Reaſons for what I once writ, 
why I chuſe to be a Freeman among Slaves, 
rather than a Slave among Freemen. Then, 


I Walk 
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I walk the Streets in Peace, without being 
joſtled, nor ever without a thouſand Bleſ- 
ſings from my Friends the Vulgar. I am 
Lord Mayor of 120 Houſes, I am abſolute 
Lord of the greateſt Cathedral in the King- 
dom, am at Peace with the neighbouring 
Princes, the Lord Mayor of the City, and 
the Archbiſhop of party only the latter, 
like the King of France, ſometimes: at- 
tempts Encroachments on my Dominions, 
as old Lewis did upon Lorrain.

If it were a good 
honeſt Gout, I could catch an Interval, to 
take a Voyage, and in a warm Lodging get 
an eaſy Chair, and be able to. hear and.roar 
among my Friends.

Qualities requiſite in thoſe who are truſted 
with the Adminiſtration of public Affairs; 
on the contrary, I know no Station of Life 
where great Abilities and Virtues of all 
Kinds are ſo highly neceſſary, and where 
the want of any is ſo quickly or univerſally 
felt. A great Miniſter hath no Virtue for 
which the Publick may not be the better, 
nor any Defect by which the Publick is not 
certainly a Sufferer. I have known more 
than once or twice within four Vears paſt, 
an Omiſſion, in Appearance very ſmall,

from” an able Eawyer. Neither indeed am 
I altogether” convinced, that: this Hubir of 
multiplying” Secrets may not be carried: oh 
Pb far as to ſtop-that Communication, which 
is'neceffary'in ſome Degree among alb who 
Have any confiderable Part in the Mun 


ment of public Affairs: Becauſe I have 
obſerveck the ronvenienees atiſiug: ffem a 
want of Be between theſe WHO were to 


give 


— 
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give Directions, to/haue been of as ill Con- 
ſequence, as any that could happen from the 
Diſcovery of Secrets. 1 ſuppoſe, when a 
Building is to be erected, the Model may 
be the Contrivance only of one Head ; and 
it is ſufficient that the Under Workmen be 
ordered to cut Stones into certain Shapes, 


and place them in certain Poſitions : But the 


ſeveral Maſter Builders muſt have ſome ge- 
neral Knowledge of the Deſign, without 
| which they can give no Orders at all. And, 
indeed, I do not know a greater Mark of 


an able Miniſter, than that of rightly adapt- 


ing the ſeyeral Faculties of Men; nor is 
any Thing more to be lamented than the 
Impracticableneſs of doing this in any 


great Degree under our preſent Circum- 


ſtances, while ſo many ſhut themſelves out 
by adhering to a Faction, and while the 
Court is enſlaved to the Impatience of 
others, who defire to ſell their Vote or their 
Intereſt as dear as they can. But whether 
this hath not been ſubmitted to more than 
was neceſſary, whether it hath not been 
dangerous in the Example, ang, pernicious 
in the Practice, J will leave to the Enquiry 
of thoſe who can better determine. 


It may be Matter of no little Admiration 
to conſider in ſame Lights the State of Af- 
fairs among us for four Years paſt. The 

Vor. VII. Cc Queen 
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Queen finding herſelf and the Majority of 
her Kingdom grown weary of the Avarice 
and Inſolence, the miſtaken Politicks, and 
deſtructive Principles of her former Miniſ— 
ters; calls to the Service of the Publick 
another Set of Men, who by Confeſſion of 
their Enemies had equal Abilities at. leaſt 
with their Predeceſſors: Whoſe Intereſt 
made it neceſſary for them (although their 
Inclinations had been otherwiſe) to act upon 
thoſe Maxims which were moſt agreeable 
to the Conſtitution in -Church and. State ; 
whoſe Birth and Patrimonies gave them 
Weight in the Nation; and who (I ſpeak. 
of thoſe who were to have the chief Part 
in Affairs) had long lived under the ſtricteſt 
Bonds of Friendſhip, with all theſe Advan- 
tages ſupported by a vaſt Majority of the 
Landed Intereſt, and the inferior Clergy al- 
moſt to a Man: We have ſeveral Times 
ſeen the preſent Adminiſtration in the great- 
eſt Diſtreſs, and very near the Brink of 
Ruin, together with the Cauſe of the Church 
and Monarchy committed to their Charge; . 
neither doth it appear to me at the Minute 
I am now writing, that their Power or Du- 
ration are upon -any tolerable Foot of Se- 
curity : Which I do not ſo much impute to 
the Addreſs and Induſtry of their Enemies, 
as to ſome Failures among themſelves, which 
I think have been full as vifible in their 
Cauſes as their Effects. 


No- 
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1 hath given me greater Indig- 
nation — to behold a Miniſtry, who 
came in with the Advantages I have repre- 
ſented, acting ever ſince upon the Defenſive 
in the Houſe of Lords with a Majority on 

their Side, and inſtead of calling others vs 
Account, as it was reaſonably expected, miſ- 
pending their Time and loſing many Oppor- 


tunities of doing Good, becauſe a ſtruggling 
Faction kept them continually. in Play. 


This Courage among the Advertaries of the 
Court, was inſpired into them by various 
Incidents, for every one of which I think 
the Miniſters, (or, if that was the Caſe) 
* Miniſten alone is to anſwer. 


For, firſt, that Race iy, Politicians, A 
in the Cant Phraſe are called the Whimficals, 
was never ſo numerous, or at leaſt ſo ac- 
tive, as it hath been ſince the great Change 
at Court; many of thoſe who pretended 
wholly to be in with the Principles upon 
which Her Majeſty and her new Servants 
proceeded, either abſenting themſelves 
with the utmoſt Indifference, in thoſe Con- 
junctures whereon the whole Cauſe de- 
pended, or {ſiding directly with the Enemy. 


I very well remember, when this Miniſtry 


Was not above a Year old, there was little

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Murmuring among ſuch as are called the 
higher Tories or Churchmen, that {quicker 
Progreſs was not made in removing thoſe 
of the diſcontented Party out of Employ- | 
ments; I remember likewiſe, the Reaſon- 
ings upon this Matter were various, even 


among many who were allowed to know a 


good deal of the Inſide of a Court; ſome 
ſuppoſed the was at firſt prevailed 


on to make that great Change with no other 


View than that of acting for the future up- 


on a moderating Scheme, in order to recon- 
cile both Parties; and I believe there might 


poſſibly have been ſome Grounds for this 
Suppolition. Others, conceived the Em- 
ployments were left undiſpoſed of, in order 


to keep alive the Hopes of many more im- 


patient Candidates than ever could be gra- 
tified. This hath fince been looked on as a 
very high Strain of Politicks, and to have 
ſueceeded accordingly; becauſe it is the 
Opinion of many, that the numerous Pre- 
tenders to Places would never have been 


kept in Order, if all Expectation had been 
cut off. Others were yet more refined; 


and thought it neither wiſe nor ſafe wholly 
to extinguiſh all Oppoſition from the other 
Side; becauſe in the Nature of Things it 


| was abſolutely neceſſary, that there ſhould 


be Parties in an Engliſb Parliament; and a 
Faction already odious to the People, might

be ſuffered to continue with leſs Danger than 


any new one that could ariſe. To confirm 
this, it was ſaid that the Majority in the 
Houſe of Commons was too great on the 
Side: of the High Church, and began to 
form themſelves into a Body {by the Name 
of the Oclober Club) in order to put the 
. under Subjection. Laſtly, the 

anger of introducing too great a Number 
of — rs Men at once into Office, 
was urged as an irrefragable Reaſon for 


making . — by flow Degrees. To diſ- 
card an able Officer from an Employment, 


or Part of a Commiſſion, where the Reve- 
nue or Trade were concerned, for no other 


Reaſon but differing in ſome Principles of 


Government, might | be of terrible Conſe- 
daenxe. 


However, it is Wn that none of theſe 
Excuſes. were able to paſs among Men who 
argued only from the Principles of general 
Reaſon.For 1ſt, they looked upon all Schemes 


of Com prehenſion to be as viſionary and im- 


— 5 in the State as in the Church. Se- 
condly, while the Spirit raiſed by the Trial 
of Dr. Sacheverell continued in Motion, 
Men were not ſo keen upon coming in them- 


ſelves, as to ſee their Enemies out, and de- 


prived of all Aſſiſtance to do Miſchief: 
And it is urged further, that this general 


Cc 3 : Ry, 
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Ambition of hunting after Places, grew 
chiefly from ſeeing them fo long undiſpoſed 
of, and from too general an Encouragement 
by Promiſes, to all who were thought ca- 
pable of doing either Good or Hurt. 
Thirdly, the Fear of creating another Party 
in Caſe the preſent Faction were wholly 
ſubdued, was in the Opinion of plain Men, 
and in regard to the Situation of our Af- 
fairs, too great a Sacrifice of the Nation's 
Safety to the Genius of Politicks ; conſider- 
ing how much was to be done, and how 
little Time might probably be allowed. 
Beſides, the Divifion of a Houſe of Com- 
mons into Court and Country Parties, which 
was the Evil they ſeemed to apprehend, 
could never be dangerous to a good Mi- 
niſtry, who had the true Intereſt and Con- 
flitution of their Country at Heart-: As for 
the Apprehenſion of too great a Majority 
in the Houſe of Commons, it appeared to 
be ſo vain, that upon ſome Points of Im- 
portance the Court was hardly able to pro- 
cure one. And the Ofober Club, which 

appeared fo formidable at firſt to ſome Poli- 
ticians, proved in the Sequel to be the chief 
Support of thoſe who ſuſpected them. It 
was likewiſe very well known that the great- 
eſt Part of thoſe Men, whom the former 
Miniſtry left in Poſſeſſion of Employments, 
were loudly charged. with Inſufficiency or 

$f Cor- 
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Corruption, over and above their obnoxious 
Tenets in Religion and Government; ſo 
that it would have been a Matter of ſome 
Difficulty to make a worſe Choice: Beſides, 
that Plea for keeping Men of factious Prin- 
ciples in Employment, upon the Score of 
their Abilities, was thought to be extended 
a little too far, and conſtrued to take in 
all Employments whatſoever, although 
many of them required no more Abilities 
than would ſerve to qualify a Gentleman 
Uſher, at Court: So that this laſt Excuſe 
for the very ſlow Steps made in diſarming 
the Adverſaries of the Crown, was allowed 
indeed to have more Plauſibility, but leſs 
Truth, than any of the former. 


I do not here pretend to condemn the 
Counſels or Actions of the preſent Miniſ- 
try: Their Safety and Intereſt are viſibly 
united with thoſe of the Publick; they are 
Perſons of unqueſtionable Abilities, alto- 
gether unſuſpected of Avarice or Corrup- 
tion, and have the Advantage to be further 
recommended by the Dread and Hatred of 
the oppoſite Faction. However, it is ma- 
nifeſt that the Zeal of their Friends hath 
been cooling towards them for above two 
Years paſt: They have been frequently de- 
ſerted or diſtreſſed upon the moſt preſſing 
Occaſions, and very near giving up in Deſ- 
CES - pair : 
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pair : Their Characters have been often 


treated with the utmoſt Barbarity and In- 


juſtice i in beth Houſes, by ſcurrilous and en- 

raged Orators; while their neareſt Friends, 
and even thoſe who muſt have a Share in 
their Diſgrace, never offered a e in 
their Vindication . 


When I exainine with myſelf ina Oe- 


| calvin the Miniſtry may have given for 


this Coldneſs, Inconſtancy and Diſcontent 
among their Friends, I at the ſame Time 

recollect the various Conjectures, Reaſon- 

ings and Suſpicions, Which have run ſo 

freely for three Years paſt, concerning the 
Deſigns of the Court : I do not only mean 
ſuch Conjectures, as are born in a Coffee. 
Houſe, or invented by the Malice of a 
Party; but alſo the Concluſions (however 
miſtaken) of wiſe and good Men, whoſe 
Quality and Station fitted them to under- 
ftand the Reaſon of public Proceedings, 
and in whoſe Power it lay to recommend 
or diſgrace an Adminiſtration to the People. 
I maſt therefore take the Boldneſs to af- 
fert, thatall theſe Diſcontents, how ruinous 
ſoever they may prove in the Confequences, 
have wol wnneceflarily ariſen from the 
want of a due Communication and Concert. 

Every Man muſt have a Light ſufficient for 
the Length of the Way he is appointed to, 
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: There is a Degree of Confidence due 
to all Stations; and a petty Oonſtable will 
hes act chearfully or wiſely without that 
Share of it which properly belongs to him: 
Although the main Spting in a Watch be 
out of Sight, thete is an intermediate Com- 
munication between it and the ſmalleſt 
Wheel, or elſe no uſeful Motion eould be 
performed. This reſerved myſteribus Way 
of acting, upon Points where there -appear- 
ed not the leaſt Occaſion for it, and towards 
Perſons, who, at leaſt, in right of their 
Poſts, expected a more open Treatment, 
was imputed to ſome hidden Deſign, which 
every Man conjectured to be the very Thing 
he was moſt afraid of. Thoſe who 
feſſed the Height of what is called the 
Church Principle, ſuſpected, that a Compre- 
henfion was intended, — the moderate 
Men on both Sides might be equally em- 
ployed. Others went farther, and dreaded 
ſuch a Correſpondence, as directly tended 
to bring the old exploded Principles and 
Perſons once more into Play. Again, ſome 
affected to be uneaſy about the Succeſſion, 
and ſeemed to think there was a View of 
introducing that Perſon, whatever he is, 


who pretends to claim the Crown by Inhe- 


ritance. Others, eſpecially of late, ſur- 
mifed on the contrary, that the Detnands 


i the * of Hanover were indaſtriouſly | 
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fomented by ſome in Power, without the 
Privity of the — or Now, al- 
though theſe Accuſations were too inconſiſt- 


ent to be all of them true, yet they were 
maliciouſly ſuffered to paſs, and thereby 


took off much of that Popularity, which 
thoſe at the Helm ſtood in need of, to ſup- 

them under the Difficulties of a long 
perplexing Negociation, a daily Addition 


of public Debts, and an exhauſted Trea- 
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But the Effects of this. m vitical Manner 
of Proceeding did not end ng For, the 
late Difſentions between the great Men at 
Court (which have. been, for ſome Time 
| paſt, the publick Entertainment of every 
Coffee Houſe) are ſaid to have ariſen from 
the ſame Fountain ; while on one Side very 
great Reſerve, and certainly very great Re- 
ſentment on the other, if we may believe 
general Report (for I pretend to know no 
farther) have inflamed Animoſities to ſuch a 
Height, as to make all Reconcilement im- 
practicable. Suppoſing this to be true, it 
may ſerve for a great Leſſon of Humiliation 
to Mankind, to behold the Habits and Paſ- 
fions of Men, otherwiſe higly accompliſhed, 
triumphing over Intereſt, Friendſhip, Ho- 
nour, and their own perſonal Safety, as well 
as that of their Country, and probably of 
a moſt 


— 
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a moſt gracious Princeſs, who hath intruſt- 
ed it to them. A Ship's Crew quarrelling 
in a Storm, or while their Enemies are 
within Gun- ſhot, is but a faint Idea of this 
fatal Infatuation: Of which although it be 
hard to ſay enough, ſome People may 
think e Ne e faid too much. 


Since this unhappy ee hs Deſer- 
tion of Friends, and Loſs. of Reputation 
have been ſo great, that I do not ſee how 
the Miniſters could have continued many 
Weeks in their Stations, if their Oppoſers 
oÞ all Kinds had agreed about the Methods 
by which they ould be ruined: And, 
their Preſervation hitherto ſeems to reſemble 
his, who had two Poiſons given bim toge 
ther of al Operations.

It may ſeem very impertinent in one of 
my Level to point out to thoſe, who ſit at 
the Helm, what Courſe they ought to ſteer. 
I know enough of Courts to be ſenſible 
how mean an Opinion great Miniſters have |} 
of moſt Men's Underſtanding; to a De- —- 
gree that in any other Science would be | 
called the groſſeſt Pedantry. However, 7 
unleſs I offer my Sentiments in this Point, 
all I have hitherto ſaid, will be to no Pur- 
pole. 


The - 
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. The general Wiſhes and Deſires of a 
People are perhaps. more obvious to other 
Men, than to Miniſters of State. There 
are two Points of the higheſt Importance, 
herein a very great Majority of the King- 
dom appear perfectly hearty and unanimous. 
Firſt, that the Church of England ſhould 
be preſerved entire in all her Rights, Powers 
and Privileges; all Doctrines relating to Go- 
vernment diſcouraged, which ſhe con- 
demns; all Schiſms, Sects and Hereſies 


'  diſcquntenanced.and kept under due Subjec- 


Son, as far as conſiſts with the Lenity gf 
our Conſtitution. Her open Enemies 
(among whom I include at leaſt Diſſenters 
of norm nations not truſted with the 
ſmalleſt Degree of Civil or Military Power; 
and her Secret Adverſaries under the Names 
of Whigs, Low Church, Republicans, 
Moderation Men and the like, receive no 
Marks of Favour from the Crown, but 
what they fhoald deſerve by a ſincere Re- 


} 


ſertet as the avowed Reſolution of the Court, 
there muft probably have been an End of 
that Faction, which hath been able ever 
 fince with ſo much Vigour to diſturb _ 
8 55 | inſult 
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inſult the Adminiſtration. I know very 
well, that ſome Refiners pretend to argue 
for the Uſefulneſs of Parties in ſuch a Go- 
vernment as ours: I have ſaid fomething 
of this already, and have heard a great 
many idle wiſe Topicks upon the Subject. 
But I ſhall not argue that Matter at preſent : 
I ſuppoſe, if a Man thinks it neceſſary to 
play with a Serpent, he will chuſe one of a 
Kind that is leaſt miſchievous ; otherwiſe, 
although it appears to be cruſhed, it may 
have Life enough to ſting him to Death. 
So, I think it is not ſafe tampering with 


the preſent Faction, at leaſt in this Juncture: 


Firſt, becauſe their Principles and Practices 
have been already very dangerous to the 
Conſtitution in Church and State: Second- 
ly, becauſe they are highly irritated with 
the Loſs of their Power, full of Venom 
and Vengeance, and prepared to execute 
every Thing that Rage or Malice can ſug- 
geſt. But principally, becauſe they have 
prevailed by Miſrepreſentations and other 
Artifices, to make the Succeſſor look upon 
Them as the only Perſons he can truſt :

[Ons Step very novelty to this great 
Work will be to regulate the Army, and 
chiefly thoſe Troops which in their Turns 


have the Care of her Majeſty's Perſon ; 


who are moſt of them fitter to guard a 


Prince under an High Court of Juſtice, than 


ſeated on the Throne. The peculiar Hand 


of Providence hath hitherto preſerved her 


_ Majeſty, encompaſſed, whether ſleeping or 


travelling, by her Enemies: But ſince Re- 


ligion teacheth us, that Providence ought 


not to be tempted, it is ill venturing to truſt | 
that precious Life any longer to thoſe, who 


by their publick Behaviour and Diſcourſe 


diſcover their Impatience to ſee it at an End; 


that they may have Liberty to be the In- 


ſtruments of glutting at once the Revenge 


of their Patrons and their own, It ſhould 


be well remembered, what a Satisfaction 


theſe Gentlemen (after the Example of 
their Betters) were ſo ſanguine to expreſs 


upon the Queen's laſt Illneſs at Vindſor, 
and what Threatenings they uſed of refuting 
to obey their General in Caſe that Illneſs 


had proved fatal. Nor do I think it a 
Want of Charity to ſuſpect, that in ſuch 


an

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an evil Day, an enraged Faction would be 
highly pleaſed with the Power of the 
Sword, and with great Connivance leave it 
ſo long unſheathed, until they were got rid 
of their moſt formidable Adverſaries. In 
the mean Time, it muſt be a very melan- 
choly Proſpect, that whenever it ſhall pleaſe 
God to viſit us with this Calamity, thoſe 
who are paid to be Defenders of the Civil 
Power, will ſtand ready fot any Acts of ; 
Violence, that a Jumo compoſed of the 
greateſt Enemies to the Conſtitution ſhall 
think fit to enjoin them. 


The other Point of great Importance, is 
the Security of the Proteſtant Succeſſion in 
the Houſe of Hanover : Not from any Par- 
tiality to that illuſtrious Houſe, further than 
as it hath had the Honour to mingle with 
the Blood Royal of England, and is the 
neareſt Branch of the Regal Line reformed 
from Popery. This Point hath one Advan- 

tage over the former, that both Parties pro- 
feſs to defire the ſame Bleſſings for Poſterity, 
but differ about the Means of ſecuring it. 
From whence it hath come to paſs, that 
the Proteſtant Succeſſion, in Appearance 
the Deſire of the whole.

I have 
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J have been ſo curious to aſk fevera] Ac- 
Auaintance among the oppoſite Party, whe- 
ther They, or their Leaders, did really ſuſ- 
ped there had been ever any Deſign in the 
Miniſtry to weaken the Succeſſion in Fa- 
vour of the Pretender, or of any other Per- 
ſon whatfqever, Some of them freely an- 
ſwered in the Negative: Others were of 
the ſame Opinion, but added, they did not 
know what might be done in Time, and 
_ UPON further Provocations : Others again 
ſeemed to-believe the Affirmative, but cauld 
never produce any plauſible Grounds for 
their Belief. I have likewiſe been aſſured 
by a Perſon of : ſome Conſequence, that 
during a very near and conſtant Familiarity 
with the Great Men at Court for four Years 
paſt, he never could obſerve, even in thoſe 
Hours of Converſation where there is uſually 
leaſt Reftraint, that one Word ever paſſed 
among them to ſhew a Diſlike to the 
_ preſent Settlement; althaugh they would 
ſometimes lament that the falſe. Repreſen- _ 

tations of their's and the Kingdom's Ene- 
mies had made ſome Impreſſions in the 
Mind of the Succeſſor. As to my own 
Cirele of Acquaintance, I can ſafely affirm, 
that excepting thoſe who are Non-jurars by 
Profeſſion, I have not met with above two 
Perſons who appeared to have any Scruples 
con-

concerning the. preſent Limitation of the 


Crown, I therefore think it may very im- 
partially be pronounced, that the Number 
of thoſe who wiſh to ſee- the Son of the 
abdicated Prince upon the Throne, is al- 
together inconſiderable. And further, I 
believe it will be found, that there are none 


who ſo· much dread any Attempt he ſhall 


make for the Recovery of his imagined 
Rights, as the Roman Catholicks of England; 
who love their Freedom and Properties too 
well'to defire his Entrance by a French Ar- 
my, and a Field of Blood; who muſt con- 
tinue upon the ſame Foot if he changeth 
his Religion, and muff expect to be the firſt 
* yn Sufferers if he ſhould happen 
to fail. : 


As to the Perſon of this nominal Prince, 


he lies under all Manner of Diſadyantages : 
The Vulgar imagine him- to have been a 
Child impoſed upon the Nation, by the frau- 
dulent Zeal of his Parents and their bigot- 
ted Counſellors, who took ſpecial Care 
againſt all the Rules of common Policy, to 
educate him in their hateful Superſtition, 


ſucked in with his Milk and confirmed in his - 


Manhood, too ftrong to be now ſhaken by 


Mr. Leſtey; and a counterfeit Converſion 


will be too groſs to paſs upon the Kingdom, 
after what we have ſeen and ſuffered from 
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the like Practice i in his Father. He is like- 


wiſe ſaid to be of weak Intellectuals, and an 


unſound Conſtitution: He was treated con- 
temptibly enough by the young Princes of 


France, even during the War; is now 
wholly neglected by that Crown, and driven 
to live in Exile upon a ſmall Exhibition; 
He is utterly unknown in England, which 


== he left in the Cradle : His Father's Friends 


are moſt of them dead, the reſt antiquated 
or poor. Six and Twenty Years have al- 
molt paſt fince the Revolution, and the Bulk 


of thoſe who are now moſt in Action, ei- 
ther at Court, in Parliament, or public Of- 
flies, were then Boys at School, or the Uni- 
verſities, and look upon that great Change 
to have happened during a Period of Time 


for which they are not accountable. The 


Logick of the higheſt Tories is now, that 
this was the Eſtabliſhment they found, as 


ſoon as they arrived to a Capacity of judg- 
ing ; that they had no Hand in turning out 
the late King, and therefore have no Crime 


to anſwer for, if it were any; That the In- 


heritance to the Crown is in Purſuance of 


Laws made ever ſince their Remembrance, 


by which all Papiſts are excluded, and they 
have no other Rule to go by : That they 


will no more diſpute King William the 


Third's Title, than King William the Firſts;

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for both': That they have been inſtructed 
in the Doctrines of Paſſive Obedience, Non 
Reſiſtance, and Hereditary Right, and find 
them all neceſſary for TE EE the preſent 
Eſtabliſhment in Church and State, and for 

continuing the Succeſſion in the Houſe of 
Hanover, and muſt in their own Opinion 
renounce all thoſe Doctrines, by ſetting up 
any other Title to the Crown. This, I ſay, 
ſeems to be the Political Creed of all the. 
high-principled Men I have for ſome Time 
met with of forty Years old, and under ; 
which although I do not pretend to juſtify 
in every Part, yet I am ſure it ſets. the Pro- 
teſtant Succeſſion upon a much firmer Foun- 
dation, than all the indigeſted Schemes of 
thoſe who profeſs to act upon what they 

call Revolution- Principles. | 


Neither ſhould it perhaps be ſoon forgot, 
that during the greateſt Licentiouſneſs of

Thing can poſſibly admit; by the Oaths of

But, as all this is moſt manifeſtly unne- 
ceſſary in itſelf, and only in Compliance 


with the miſtaken Doubts of a Preſumptive 


Heir; ſo the Nation would (to ſpeak in 


the Language of Mr. Steele) Export that 
Her Majeſty ſhould be made perfectly eaſy 
from that Side for the future; no more to 


be alarmed with Apprehenſions of Viſits or

But why may not the Reaſons of this 
Proceeding in the Elector be directly contrary - 
to what is commonly imagined ? Methinks 
I could endeavour to believe, that his High- 
neſs is thoroughly acquainted with both 
Parties; is convinced, that no true Mem- 
ber of the Church of England can eafily 
be ſhaken in his Principles of Loyalty, or 
forget the Obligation of an Oath, by any 
Provocation.

But to return from this Digre fon: The

But ſuppoſing, once for all, as far as poſ- 
fible, that the Elector ſhould: utterly refuſe 
to be upon any Terms of Confidence with 
the preſent Miniſtry, and all others of 
the ſame Principles, as Enemies to him and 
the Succeſſion; not eaſy with the Queen 
herſelf, but upon ſuch Conditions as will 
not 'be'-thought-confiflent with her Safety or

think it were humbly to be wiſhed, that

To =" Wy the only Way of 3 
the Conſtitution in Church and State, and 
conſequently this very Proteſtant Succeſſion
